A. (Dawson), -who-still survives, and 
Benjamin F., who died February 5, 1854. 


John Wilson was a remarkable man, 


not without tho ordinary weakness of the 
flcsb, bnt a man of upright habits of life,, 
of sterling Christian character, a man 
methodical in bis ways, firm but kind, 
exacting but with Christian lieniency. 
Early in life he united with the M. E. 
church and until advanced age weakened 
its physical strength he was a leader and 
t pillar in tbe church of his choice. He 
was n man of very strong religious con- 
victions, but was alwnys liberal with 
those who held different rellgous views, 
and was always ready with hand and 
purse to lend assistance in advancing the 
cause of righteousness. His conduct In 
Ufa nnd all that he said and did seemed to 
be ganged by this rule, "Is it right?" He 
departed this life August 8th after a short 
and painful illness. His health for three 
months previous having been so much 
better than usual, his sncldon death onruo 
In tho nature of a shock to bis many 
Friends and relatives.

—Effect of Free Silver Shown. 


Mr. Brownbnck, a grain bnyor of Ed- 


inburg, is teaching tha people of that vi- 
ol ulty a lesson In political economy, that 
will have it powerful influence in tbe 
present campaign. There are n number 
of rampant free silver men in the neigh- 
borhood of tbe village nnd It has never 
been possible to convince- them that free 
silver would mean a depreciated cur- 
rency. Recently Mr. Brown back secured 
n largo number of Mexican dollars and be 
has advertised to pay a dollar a bushel 
for wheat. 


Of course he pays for the wheat in the 


silver standard dollar of tho Mexican re- 
public and whon the farmer attempts to 
buy goods with It, ho has a forcible illus- 
tration of tho effect of unlimited coinage. 
Whilobpgots n dollar for his bushel of 
wheat ho finds that he has obtained for it 
money based on the gold standard

THE DEBATE. 


The Fifth Debate at Mncon Li>»t Night—A 


Large Attendance and Murh Interest. 


From the Dally of Wednesday. ' 


. Tbe fifth night of the series of debates 
on tbe money question between I. B. 
Mills and W. F. Calbouu on the one side 
md Judge W. E. Nelson and A. F. 
Smith on the other occurred at MBCOB 
nst night. There was a large attendance 
and much Interest was manifested in the 
subject discussed. The meeting was held 
out of doors nt the edge of tbe Illinois 
Central park south of tbe depot. Quite n 
arge number were present from neigh- 
boring towns and Deoatur was represent- 
ed by a number who went down in car- 
riages and other conveyances. 


The chairmen of the respective eommit- 


teeg, Messrs. Talt and Edmungon.presided. 
The debute was opened by'-W. F. Calboun 
who was followed by A. F. Smith and 
after him Judge Nelson. 
The debate of 


the evening wns nlao closed by Mr. Cal 
houn. Mr. Mills was present but did not 
speak. The arrangement between him 
and Mr. Calhoun for tbe remainder of the 
debates is that they will not divide their 
time at any meeting but will occupy ail 
the time alternately. Tbe time on each 
side is only one hour and fifteen mi mites 
and it was thought best that the time 
should be given to onu speaker' for tbe 
evening. Much of tbe same grounds were 
gone over in tbe former debates. Mr. 
Smith devoted his time largely to the 
'crime of'78," and other things in tbe 
nature of appeals to tbe prejudices and 
liad little to suggest as to bow tbe free 
iolnage of silver would benefit tbe people 
or bow they could coin the money to sup- 
ply the inevitable loss of gold and depre- 
ciation of tbe paper currency. These are 
questions that ho seems to be willing to 
leave to Providence. Judge Nelson was 
In bis element, being among his old- 
friends, some of whom interrupted him 
to sak him questions all of which was 
done pleasantly and were answered in the 
same way. During bis remarks bo said 
the Democratic platform of 1893 on the 
money question deceived him and that 
the late convention had expressed the will 
of the rank and filn of the p»rty and be 
endorsed every word of It. Mr. Calhoun 
replied to this By saying that it was re- 
markable how many seemed to have been 
deceived Dy the money question. Ac- 
oorcjing to the statements of both Judge 
Nelson and Mr. Smith a lot of people 
had not discovered that j^tbe silver dollar 
was dropped in the coinage bill of 1873; 
that they subsequently bad said they bad 
been fooled and now Judge Nelson con- 
fessed be bod been fooled by his own par- 
ty in 1892. Tbe facts were that all had 
an opportunity to know what was in the 
coinage bill which was passed in 1873 
and which was considered through four 
sessions of congress. He showed that 
free coinage of gold and silver at the ra- 
tio of 16 to 1 when the ratio at present is 
31 
to 
1 
Is 
an 
absurdity. 


Hamilton

DEATH OF T. H. MACOUGHTRY 


Fussed Away Suddenly at Grnssmcre.IniT., 


Aged 59 Years.

The news of the death was received in 
Decatur this morning. 
No particulars 


were given but it waseiniply stated that 
lie died very suddenly. 


Thomas Maeoughtry was a native of 


Virginia and was 59 years old. He lived 
in the south until he was a young man 
and then came north with his mother. 
He made his home at Tuscola and for 
many years lived there and practiced 


law. 
He was attorney for the I. D. & 


W.railroad. 
He was very successful at 


his profession.but was a victim of rheu- 
matism, a disease which finally forced 
turn to retire from active life. He never 
practiced after he came to Decatur to 
live, which was about fourteen years 
ago. Mr. Maeoughtry lived'in Decatur 
until 1890 when he went with his family 
to Tacoma, Washington, where he re- 
sided three years. He then came back 
to Decatur and went to Chicago to live 
about a year ago. 


Mr. Maeoughtry was a man who was 


highly educated, cultured and refined. 
He made many friends whereever he 
lived and he was well known in this 
city and other places where he has made 
his home. He has suffered for twenty 
years with rheumatism and during the 
past few years the disease had so grown 
on him that he could move about only 
with great difficulty. Mr. Maeoughtry 
leaves a widow and two children, Paul 
Maeoughtry of Chicago, and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Judson of Tacoma, Washington. 
He possessed considerable property. It 
is not yet known where the funeral will 
ue held but it is quite likely the remains 
will.be brought to Tuscola for burial.

H 
did not do thnt because It Issued notes 
which gave tho people tho best currono 
thoy had, but because ho professed to bo 
llcvo congress hnd no power to charter 
national bank. Jackson saw nothing ob 
jcctlonablo In tho Issue of notes by stnt 
banks to servo ivs currency.

ILLUSTRATES BIMETALLISM 


'o Fraud Was Practised in the Demon- 
etization of Silver in 1873—Experi- 


ences of the Early Fathers with 


the Question of Ratio—Neces- 


sity for International 


Agreement. 


'ully compruheml what they aro talking 
ibout you may roat assured that thoy nru 
bilking about tho currency. I shall uot 
attempt to fully1 explain tho currency 
question to you, but I ahall say some- 
ihlng about It. 


'We often hear that silver was demon- 


etized In 1878, stealthily and by the influ- 
ence of foreign embassies. As a mutter 
of fnot tho Congressional record 'of that 
date had 196 columns of speeches on the 
silver question, and tho foreign embassies 
had nothing to do with it. No frnud or 
wlokoduosa was practiced in 1378. 


'Tbo only questiou.ls, what monetary 


system Is tho beat? You hear a great deal 
about bimetallism. The platform of the 
Chicago convention wag not a bimetallic 
platform, and don't let them try to make 
you believe that blmotalllssiu is what 
they are after. 


'What Is the object of bimetallism? 


The object of It Is to glvo the country 
greater stability by spreading It over more 
surface. A very common illustration Is 
this: If you have n lake anywhere, and 
It Is subject to all tbe peculiar incidents 
of tho region In which it is located, tbo 
rainfall may lift it, or tho drouth may 
lower It. Now, If you want a perfectly 
stable surface you havo got to got it by 
somo appliance outside of tbe lako. Sup- 
pose you can join It to another lake in a 
different 
climate which is differently 


affected. 
If you join them ^perfectly to- 


gether then there will be the some level 
In both lakes, and tbe disturbances in 
one lako will be counterbalanced by the 
disturbances In the other lake, and the 
tendency will be to have a steadler^level. 
That will bo all perfectly true, provided 
your lakes do balance, and yon get a more 
stable current. 


"Now, thoro is some reason and senso 


In tho idea that tbe whole world, If they 
took gold nnd sllvor at a proper ratio, 
oould preserve a greater level of prices, a 
firmer and more stable levol of prices. 
This no single country could do. But if 
ono of tho lakes was very violent In its 
fluctuations I think the port of common 
experience would bo to leave it out, or, If 
that Into waa not -big enough to have a 
proper effect—in abort, under somo clr- 
onmstancos tbo two lakes might be worse 
than a single ono might be. However, 
that Is a question of legitimate discus- 
sion. But in this case It is not proposed 
to havo two lakes. It is proposed to say 
that wo havo two lakes and shift from tbe 
one that we have to tbe one that we have 
not. (Applause.) 
, 


'Let us see if the history of this coon- 


try snows us anything upon tbe subject. 
Heal bimetallism, and that it the kind we 
must have, because, as I said to you at 
Alfred, if this Is a disease at all It IB a 
world disease and bag got to have a world, 
remedy. Nothing else will attend It. 
(Applause.) Why, we had eome experi- 
ence In thla country, but men's memories 
are short. In 1783 our earlier fathers de- 
termined to marry the two metals. What 
Is tbe flrst thing theyjdid? It wai to as- 
certain the market value of the two met- 
als as they stood side by side then, and 
they thought that they were 15 to 1, not 
18 to 1, but 15 to 1. What was the effect. 
It was an overvaluation • of silver. Yen, 
the gold In a gold dollar was-worth: more 
ttian the silver in a silver dollar. 


"What was tbe remit? Why, If a man 


bad $9, one of which waa worth lOOo and 
tho other was wortltlGio, he kept the 10«o 
dollar longer and 'pased oft the other one 
quicker. (Applause:) 


"I don't mean that tbe average man 


did that. Two oerits on a dollar, even in 
those days, was not worth making much 
(DM •bout, bnt the money changers wore 
on tbe alert, and whenever a attver dollar 


silver alone daring that period. The gold 
being more valuable, fled away. Well, 
now, the gold disappearing, our fathers 
in 1884 tboueht they hatt better make a 
change and' see if they could not keep 
gold and silver together, so they changed 
the ratio from 15 to I to 16 to 1, or, to be 
exact, to 15.98 to 1. That turned out to 
be an overvaluation the other way, and 
what waa the result? The result was that 
gold reigned supreme.. 


"Theu, in 1861, we bad a war, and we 


issued greenbacks, and greenbacks being 
cheaper for seventeen years, drove out 
both jzuld and silver, but in 1879 we re- 
sumed specie payments, and the result 
was that we resumed them, as we agreed 
tojo In 1878, upon a gold basis. And 
that has been the case ever since. 


"This, then, is the' experience of the 


United States encountering single-handed 
tho question of currency. 
We never 


wero able, when there was a difference of 
3 or 8 per cent, to keep the ono metal 
alongside the other. It was alwnys either 
gold or sllvor, never both. Now, if tho 
United States then could not lift a silver 
dollar, one that was worth only 2c loas 
than in the gold dollar, con she now lift 
a 50o dollar to tbo height of lOOo? (Ap 
plnusc.) 


"And if she can, why should we want 


to do It? Suppose you hove a house; is it, 
worth nuy more; is it any different house 
whether it is worth two thousand silver 
dollars or one thousand gold whole dol- 
lars? (Applause.) If you want to'count 
your house at more dollars, why not cut 
tho gold dollar in two and measure it by 
gold? 


"Are thare are any moro potatoes in 


4000 pecks than there are in 1000 bushels? 
If I remember my arithmetic right, and 
perhaps I do not, your house ia tho same, 
your farm is tha aame; it produces the 
same result. 
« "Oh, but you say, our prices have gone 
down and they have gone down on ac- 
count of tho appreciation of gold, and 
therefore we want to change it into silver 
so that it will go up ngnia. Whether gold 
has appreciated or not, I do not suppose 
thnt any man knows, but whatever its 
appreciation has been, it has beeu a long 
time doing it, and its effect upon prices, 
in my judgment, has been nothing. 


"The Democrats talk about tho fall in 


prices of cotton and wheat because gold 
has appreciated in value. My friends 
every one in this country, even tho farm 
erg, are liable to meet with some trouble 
iu their business. More people go into 
tho business and tho profits of tho bust 
ness decrease because tbero are so many 
to divide them. Why has wheat gone 
down? Not because silver was demono 
tlzed, but because Russia and Argentine 
Republic are raising millions of bushels 
of wheat, and they can sell it here n 
cheap as our farmers can, Now, wo wll 
always have money, evon ii we demone 
tize every dollar of gold and silver iu th 
world. 


"And wo may havo silver money, per 


haps, but are you any better off if you 
have your property reckoned in half dol 
Inrs, as it will be on a silver basis, rathe 
than in dollars, as it is at present. No 
wo do not want sllver./because the road i 
a thorny • one to travel, and after yo 
travel it will bo still more thorny anc 
rougher. 


'' Credit plays a great part in the silve 


question. If your merchant buys good 
from England you will find that crcdi 
amounts to a great deal, and on a silve 
basis we will pay a big sum for this orec 
it. This ia why merchants do not wan 
a sllvor basis. They say on a sllvor has! 
yon will scale down your debt one-half. 
Would you do it and deprive tbo man you 
owe of one-half of what you owe him? 


"Shall the nation do it? I say no, and 


not from sentiment do I make this state- 
ment, bnt from a selfish reason. He must 
preserve our credit in tho world, and if 
we do adopt a silver basis we will ruin it 
tho world over. He want no silver basis 
to help us out of these hard times, because 
the silver basis is dishonorable. Distrust 
brought on these hard times in 1898, und 
hard times will last until we turn down 
these sllverltes, and when we settle thla 
thing for good and all in November, we 
will hear no more oi hard times."

Under tbo changed conditions It seems 


safe to predict that tho candidate who will 
bo selected In Indianapolis three weeks 
hence will poll many times more votes 
than wero glvun by tho straight-outs of 
1873 to o'Cunor. Tho issues nt stake are 
larger than wore those of 187S, and tho 
historic doctrines of tho Democracy arc 
assailed at more points by tho platform 
on which Bryan stands than they wero 
by tho platform nt tho liberal Republi- 
cans who put up Orocloy. A ticket bead- 
ed by a man like John M, Palmer or Gen- 
eral Bragg would poll a large vote in ev- 
ery state between the Mississippi nnd tho 
Atlantic and north of tho Gulf tier, and 
would receive strong support In Missouri 
and ono or two other states west of tbo 
river. Palmer would bo an Ideally good 
man to load tho .Tefforsonlau and .Taok- 
sonlau hosts in this battle, and would 
draw tons of thousands of votes away 
from tho Bryan ticket In tho "pivotal" or 
supposed to bo "pivotal" states of Illinois 
and Indiana.

The Plea for the Debtors. 


The St, Loula Globe Democrat: The 


freo silver orators have a great deal to sny 
about tho wrong douo to tho debtors of 
tho country by tho so-culled "crlmo of 
I87U." '1'hoao alleged victims of a mon- 
strous iniquity are constantly being held 
up to public gaeo as it class deserving re- 
lief. They should not bo required, wo 
are told, to pay tholr debts In money 
worth much more than thatvrhlch existed 
when those debts woro contracted. 
But 


they never tell ua the probablo number of 
such portions, or tho probablo amount of 
such debts, Tho wrong thnt they con- 
demn In terms of tho utmost severity was 
committed twonty-throo years ago. How 
many man who owed debts at that time 
still owe thoin.'

They woro contracted after that legisla- 
tion had been In force for twenty years. 
13y what Ttilo of logic or justice or moral- 
ity, then, do debtors of that kind havo a 
olulm to-roller oil account of a thing that 
happened so long ago? Tho moro state- 
ment of the proposition is sufficient to 
show Its absurdity. 


It Is 'iiot at nil Hkoly that any amount 


worth mentioning of tho debts existing 
when tho act of 1878 was passed arc still 
unpaid. Many bonds representing tho 
govornmtuit debt havo boon Issued since 
that time; iu>d the same Is truo of tho 
groat balk of railroad and municipal 
bonds. These and all other present debts 
were contracted under gold standard con- 
ditions and with /nil knowledge of the 
legislation thnt to «Ud to havo stealthily 
pressed tbo ercwu of thorns on tho brow 
of the poor debtor. The roan who owes a 
debt today oifeg a given number of dol- 
lars worth lOOo aplooo; and the proposi- 
tion of tho free rilvarltcs Is that all such 
debtors (ball be given the right to pay 
Mid debts In dollars worth only SOc each. 
They do not advocate a sealing of the 
Indebtedness In' proportion to the rise In 
MM> value of gold daring the throe yours 
that tho debt* have presumably existed, 
but according to the nxHuum of the ap- 
procUtlon of that ro«tal (or those three 
jreari and the twenty year* preceding the 
making of tbo contracts. It would cer- 
tainly not lie honest to pay those debts In 
that way.

Wllsou bills. I shall now show up some 
of tho peculiar thlngs'thnt happened un- 
der Mr. Cleveland's first administration, 
of which the Democratic party was so 
proud.

By main- 
taining thla po icy from June 30, 1807, to 
June 80, 1888, tho total public debt had 
been icdumxl from $2,878,120,103.87 to 
$1,803,040,878.14. The annual interest 
charge had falllon from $188,893,451.39 
In 1807 to $47,014,IDS In 1885. The cash 
balance in tho treasury wns sufficient to 
meet the current expenses of the govern- 
ment it all times. When Mr. Cleveland 
was Inaugurated, March 4,1885, ho found 
In tho treasury n cash balance of $21,6B1,- 
381.07 which was available for current 
espouses of tho government and whl^h 
had boon loft by his predecessor, Mr. 
Arthur, who had reduced tho national 
debtclulrng his term of office $470,983,- 
280, nn animal average of *120,000,000 
nearly 
When Mr. Cleveland was innug 


united no one supposed that ho had any 
Intention of departing from the policy of 
his predecessors, with regard to the use o: 
tho surplus revenues, which wero being 
applied for tha reduction of the national 
debt, but wo wero mistaken in our judg 
ment of him. Ho wns brought quickly 
under tho free trade Influence of his pur 
ty's congressional loaders and ha sudden 
ly conceived tho Idea of making freo tradi 
the chief Issue of tho Democratic party 
with what result you are already aware 
Ho styled It "reduction of taxation.' 
Instead of paying tho national debt as 1 
became duo, tho revenues wero retained 
In tbo treasury. There wns 8194,100,50' 
worth of 8 per cent bonds redeemable a 
the pleasure of tho government but dur 
ing tho first eighteen months of his nd 
ministration he succeeded .In calling in 
only $02,000,000, thereby leaving a bnl 
aueo iu tho treasury of $70,537,561.34 
Thou a great bowl wont up from th 
Democratic papers andJDemocrats goner 
ally about a robber tariff and a great snr 
plus. Tho truth was, there never WRS 
surplus. That which tho (Jloveland gov 
ornment rotnlned|ln the treasury (falsel 
called n surplus) for the purpose of creat 
Ing public siuitl.mont, should havo beci 
applied on the national debt at tho prope 
time, as it had been tho custom of his 
predecessors, to apply the revenues. Dur- 
ing tho entire four years of Mr. Cleve- 
land's admluistrntionl$841,390,980 wns 
paid on tne national debt.bciug $188,680,- 
300 less than Mr. Arthur's reduction ol 
tho debt. Mr. Cleveland loft a cash bal- 
ance of $48,090,158.50, which Mr. Harri- 
son applied on tho national debt. Mr. 
Cleveland had the beneficial results of a 
Republican protective tariff law, which 
produced revenues enough to meet all tho 
demands of g the go\erument. If Mr. 
Cleveland had now, somo'of the surplus, 
that the Democrats wero howling about 
for political purposes during his flrst 
term,them wonld^uot bo a deficit of $3(13,- 
000,000, with a good prospect of increas- 
ing it $25,000,000 which would make the 
total $287,000,000 for the term.

oinage remained unchanged, the gold 
loinnge was frequently altered, nnd theso 
ihangos were necessary, because the mar- 
ket value of the two motals]vnried. 


In the reign of Elizabeth thejratlo wns 


11 to 1, but nn ounce of gold was worth a 
'motion moro than 11 ounces of silvorjin 
ihe market. So gold was malted or ex- 
ported until thero was practically none 
eft in ths country. Accordingly, tho le- 
gal ratio was fixed a* about 13 to 1. This 
was close to the market ratio, but it did 
not remain so. Tho ratio hnd to be 
changed soon'nftorward toJIS. In 1663 it 
was changed toJjHK, and 1717 to 15 1-7. 
1'hls ration was too high. It caused an 
exportation of silver to such an extant 
;hat the country was loft without small 
ihango, oxoopt coins that had Been much 
worn or clipped. Aa all silver coins wero 
full legal tender, people selected tho poor- 
est ones In circulation to pay their debt? 
with and sent tho bost ones'oiit of tho 
country. The ovll became at Inst'lntolor- 
ablo, and parliament passed a law in 1774 
limiting the legal tender of silver to £26. 
This was tho first demonetization ot sil- 
ver in England, although tho coinage of 
that metal wns not forbidden until 1798, 
and the gold standard waa "not formally 
adopted until 1810, 


In 1774i the standard gold ooln^of Eng- 


land was the guinea. It had been made 
current nt tbo rate of 31 shillings by royal 
proclamation in 1717. The|present sov- 
ereign, or pound sterling, derives its 
weight from the guinea of 1717, contain- 
ing 1-21st part less gold than^the guinea, 
weighing 128 274 troyfgrnius. of tbo fine- 
ness of .910—i, e , cloven parts of gold to 
one part of alloy. An ounce of gold will 
produce at this rate-68 37s lO^d.

In circulation now by substitute; and if it 
woro not for tho silver certificates there 
would not be a free silvor coinage man hi 


today. If tho silver dollars that 


havo boon coined were put out upon the 
people they would not keep them; tho av- 
erage froo silverito would know what it 
meant, and would not bo howling for the 
free coinage of silver dollars anel cheering 
over what Brother Smith says oil the as- 
sumption that It is all right. 


When Mr. I.-JR. Mills last night spoke 


of silver some one said, "Whoro is it?" 
It don't occur to that person tbat, if ho 
has any money with him ho curries silvor 
certificates in his poukot which represents 
silver dollars. But if he had tho rail 
dollars in his pocket up close to him 
whore he could feel them ho would know 
it. There is not a bank in this town that 
knows what proportion of its paper Is in 
silver certificates. 
I .wont into a bank 


recently and asked, and the banker didn't 
know. I asked them to take a package 
of five hundred dollars in bills and see 
what proportion woro silver certificates; 
and aftor looking them over wo found 
there wcro two hundred and seventy silvor 
dollars represented in that pile. But tho 
average frco silvor howler would not dis- 
cover that fact If ho bad $500 of paper 
money in his pocket. 
Why? Because our 


money is all good, and every 7nan knows 
it la good. Ho never looks it over, and 
It never occurs to him that ho has a repre- 
sentation of tho sliver dollar in his pock- 
et.

Not to demonetiz 
silver as you sated. I am not going t 
accuse you of being tricky about this mat 
tor as you accused me ns to the Blame ex 
tract, yon simply didn't know. (Ap 
planso and laughter.) 


Now, you stated last uight thnt th'} 


bill'would have passed if it had not been 
for the conscientious scruples and the pn 
trlotlsm of Senator Morgan of Now Yort 
Mr. Sherman in his book speaking o 
'Senator Morgan's opposition to tho bfl 
says thnt "Senator Morgan said that i 
Would interfere with tho profit of tho 
¥ork brokers," these Wall street follow 
that you aro loading tho people ngufos 
now. 
It was not his patriotism then—no 


by considerable. As a matter of course i 
would have interfered with tho exchange 
of New York and London, tho grea 
money centers of tho world; it wonl 
have interfered with the bullion dealer 
who make a urotlt by exchanging coin 
But the wholo of it wns for the benefit o 
each country.

(Ap- 
plause.)

tel, kept by Mr. Blley. Adamson died at 
4 o'clock. Ho had taken on ounce of 
laudanum and had deliberately arranged 
to die and was found by a boy who had 
been with him, leading him around the 
streets, aiding him in the sale of lead 
pencils. Tho boy told the porter and the 
porter telephoned for Dr. Smith, county 
physician, who could not be found. Later 
Dr. Kennedy was summoned, but it was 
too late 
Adamson had no baggage. The 


only personal effects he possessed were 
upon his back. On tho dresser of room 
No. 4 which he occupied there was found 
two notes addressed to his sistur at Noble, 
111. Coroner Bendure at once took pos- 
session of these upon his arrival at the 
hotel. Tho body was at once taken to 
the undertaking estoblishment o£ J. B 
Bnllard where tho inquest was held 
The deceased was supposed to have been 
about 34 years old. He was comfortably 
dressed aud was rather a good looking 


man,

Some of the 


eastern and southern membeis opposed 
a third ticket ut first, but when they 
were told that in the middle atates party 
fealty was to regaided that many Demo- 
crats would not voto unless there was a 
third ticket, then all objections from the 
east and south were withdrawn, and the 
decision to hold a convention was unan- 
imous. 
It was argued that as the cam- 


paign proceeded aud the Republicans 
began to say harsh things of Democrats 
many of the latter would vote for Bryan 
and Sewall, distasteful as the Chicago 
platform was to them. 


As the eastern and southern gold 


standard men eaid they were for any-

The Convention Cnll. 


Hon. Joseph H. Outhwaite, of Ohio, 


as Chairman of a Committee on a Call 
for the National Convention and Plan of 
Organization, reported the following, 
which was repeatedly interrupted by ap 
plause in its reading and adopted unani- 
mously: 


"To the Democrats of the United 


States — A political party has always 
been defined to be an aggregation of 
voters to promote the success of politic- 
al principles held in common. 
The 


Democratic party during its whole his- 
tory has been pledged to promote the 
liberty of the individual, the security of 
private rights and property and the su 
premacy of the law. It has always in. 
sisted upon a safe and stable money for 
the people's use. It has insisted upon 
the maintenance of the financial honor 
of the nation, as well as upon the pres- 
ervation inviolate of the institutions es- 
tablished by the Constitution. 
These, 


its principles, were abandoned by the 
supposed representatives of the party 
at a National Convention recently as- 
sembled at Chicago. The Democratic 
party will, therefore, cease to exist un- 
less it be preserved by the voluntary 
action of such of its members as still 
adhere to the fundamental principles. 
No majority of the members of that 
convention, however large.had any right 
or power to surrender those principles. 
When they undertook to do so, that as- 
semblage ceased to be a Democratic 
convention. The action taken, the ir- 
regular proceedings and the platform 
enunciated by that body were and are 
so utterly and indefensibly revolutionary 
and constitute such radical departures 
from the principles of true Democracy 
which should characterize a sound and 
patriotic administration of our country's 
affairs that its results are not entitled 
to the confidence or support ol true 
Democrats. For that first time «inc» 
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ministered by Jefferson, Jackson and 
Cleveland, nor are the nominees for the 
offices of President and Vice President 
of the United States pledged to carry 
those principles into effect. The faith- 
ful and true Democrats of the United 
States are determined that their princi- 
ples shall not be ruthlessly surrendered, 
nor the people be deprived of an oppor- 
t'uijity to vote for candidates in accord 
therewith. 


'Theiefore, the National Democratic 


paity of the United States, through its 
regularly constituted committee, hereby 
calls a national conversion of that party 
for the announcement of its platform 
and the nomination of candidates for 
the offices of president and vice presi 
dent of the United States, and the trans- 
action of such business as is incidental 
thereto, to |be held at Indianapolis fon 
Wednesday, the second day of Soptom 
bei, 1896, at 12 o'clock noon, and herebj 
requests that the members of the part} 
in the several states who believe in 
sound money and the preservation of 
law and order, and who are unalterably 
opposed to the platform adopted and 
candidates nominated at Chicago, will 
select in such manner as to them shall 
seem best a number of delegates to the 
some, equal to twice the number of 
electoral votes to which such states are 
respectively entitled. 
Such delegates 


shall be duly accredited, according to 
the usages of the Democratic party. 
Their credentials shall be forwarded or 
delivered to the secretary of this com 
mittee with all convenient speed, and 
this committee will make up and an- 
nounce the roll of the delegates entitled 
to participate in the preliminary organi- 
zation of the convention."
